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Vanity  Call  Rules  Set  by  FCC 


The  FCC  has  released  a  Memorandum 
Opinion  and  Order  in  its  vanity  call  sign 
proceeding,  PR  Docket  93-305.  In  re¬ 
sponse  to  several  petitions  for  reconsidera¬ 
tion,  several  changes  have  been  made  to 
the  program  as  originally  adopted.  No 
starting  date  for  the  program  has  been 
announced 

The  FCC  declined  to  adopt  a  change 
proposed  by  the  ARRL  and  others  that 
would  have  limited  the  selection  of  vanity 
call  signs,  in  most  cases,  to  the  call  area 
corresponding  to  the  address  of  the  appli¬ 
cant.  However,  the  FCC  did  limit  requests 
for  call  signs  corresponding  to  Alaska,  the 
Caribbean  Insular  areas,  and  Hawaii  and 
the  Pacific  Insular  areas  to  licensees  whose 
mailing  address  is  in  the  corresponding 
state,  commonwealth  or  island.  Thus, 
applicants  in  the  48  states  will  be  allowed 
to  request  a  call  sign  from  any  of  the  ten 
call  sign  regions. 

The  FCC  concurred  with  suggestions 
that  an  amateur  seeking  the  call  sign  of  a 
deceased,  close  relative,  should  hold  an 
equal  or  higher  class  amateur  license  than 
that  held  by  the  deceased  relative.  The 
FCC  said  that  the  two-year  waiting  period 


following  the  death  during  which  the  call 
sign  is  not  available  would  allow  close 
relatives  to  upgrade,  if  necessary. 

The  FCC  also  has  decided  that  priority 
should  be  given  to  established  clubs  for 
obtaining  the  call  sign  of  a  deceased  club 
member.  To  that  end,  the  Commission 
established  a  new  "gate,"  Gate  1A,  that 
will  follow  Gate  1  in  priority.  By  this 
method,  the  call  sign  of  a  deceased  ama¬ 
teur  will  be  available  first  to  a  close  rela¬ 
tive,  then  to  'ub.  In  order  to  be  eligible, 
clubs  will  have  to  have  held  a  station 
license  on  or  before  March  24,  1995  (the 
date  of  the  FCC’s  Report  and  Order  in 
Docket  93-305). 

The  new  FCC  Part  97  rules  become 
effective  November  17,  1995,  but  the  FCC 
has  not  announced  a  starting  date  for  the 
program.  The  new  FCC  Form  610-V  for 
vanity  call  sign  applications  is  not  yet 
available.  The  opening  of  Gate  1  will  be 
announced  by  FCC  public  notice.  More 
information  on  the  vanity  call  sign  pro¬ 
gram  was  in  QST  for  March  1995  (page 
98);  April  (page  41);  and  May  (page  95).

FCC  OKs  Closings  Plan 


The  FCC  has  approved  a  field  office  restructuring  plan  that  it  says  will  improve 
operations  and  save  money.  The  plan,  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  by  FCC 
Chairman  Reed  Hundt  on  August  17,  would  automate  the  FCC’s  network  of  airwave 
monitoring  stations  and  reduce  the  number  of  field  offices  and  field  personnel  in  the 
Compliance  and  Information  Bureau  (CIB). 

The  plan  also  will  improve  public  information  services  by  establishing  a  new  toll-free 
national  call  center,  the  FCC  said.  The  Commission’s  field  enforcement  activities  would 
be  maintained  at  current  levels. 

The  plan  would  close  nine  separate  attended  high  frequency  monitoring  stations,  and 
three  additional  monitoring  sites  within  FCC  field  offices.  Technological  advances  permit 
the  replacement  of  these  monitoring  stations  with  a  national  automated  monitoring 
network  by  the  summer  of  1996,  the  FCC  said,  and  "overall,  monitoring  capacities  will 
be  enhanced."  One  facility  in  Laurel/Columbia,  Maryland,  will  remain  as  the  network 
central  station. 

The  new  FCC  Call  Center  would,  for  the  first  time,  enable  the  public  anywhere  in 
the  United  States  to  call  one  toll-free  number  to  reach  the  FCC  for  information  or  to 
report  complaints.  The  Center  will  handle  this  function  more  efficiently,  and  with  greater 
convenience  to  the  public,  than  is  now  possible  in  the  dispersed  field  offices,  the  FCC 
said. 

The  FCC  said  that,  under  the  plan,  authorized  staffing  in  the  CIB  will  decrease  by 
about  one-third  by  the  beginning  of  FY  1997.  The  CIB  plan  will  require  an  investment 
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to  all,

The  FCC  now  requires  applicants  to  show  their 
ORIGINAL  AMATEUR  LICENSE  to  the  VEC.  A  copy  of  your 
license  must  be  attached  to  your  FCC  form  610.  You 
will  also  be  required  to  have^  a  photo  ID,  or  other 
acceptable  identification. 


GENERAL  RULES 
FOR  MOST  EXAMINATIONS: 

Be  sure  to  check  with  sponsors  in  the  event  there 
are  changes  and/or  errors  in  the  dates  or  information 
given. 

Some  examinations  require  filing  an  FCC  Form  610 
and  advance  registration  at  least  30  days  before  the 
exam  date.  (Some  VECs  permit  walkins.  Check  with 
sponsor. ) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy  of  the 
current  FCC  Form  610  and  fill  it  out  completely  (AND 
CORRECTLY).  Get  your  form  from  an  FCC  Field  Office, 
the  ARRL.  Send  a  32c/  SASE  if  you  request  one  from  the 
ARRL.  In  most  cases,  forms  can  also  be  obtained  from 
the  sponsoring  group.

Executive  Committee  Okays  New  ARRL  Section 


The  ARRL  Executive  Committee  met  September 
16  in  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico,  and  approved  a 
new  ARRL  section.  Northern  New  York,  to  become 
effective  January  1,  1996.  ARRL  Hudson  Division 
Director  Steve  Mendelsohn,  WA2DHF,  made  the 
motion.  The  new  section  will  be  made  up  of  12 
counties,  all  formerly  a  part  of  the  Western  New 
York  Section. 

Several  New  York  amateurs  also  were  honored 
by  the  executive  committee:  Henry  Borawski, 
KB2PFP,  had  been  cited  by  the  City  of  New  York 
for  bravery  in  responding  to  the  World  Trade 
Center  bombing,  was  awarded  the  ARRL  National 
Certificate  of  Merit. 

And,  congratulated  by  the  executive  committee 
were  New  York  City-Long  Island  Section  Manager 
Rick  Ramhap,  N2GQR;  Section  Emergency  Coordi¬ 
nator  Mario  Maltese,  WF2T;  and  Suffolk  County 
District  Emergency  Coordinator  Andrew  Feldman, 
WB2FXN,  as  well  as  their  volunteers,  for  their 
work  during  August  brush  fires  on  Long  Island. 

Here  are  other  highlights  of  the  meeting: 

•  The  Executive  Committee  was  previously 
assigned  to  develop  an  integrated  long-range  ARRL 
plan  for  spectrum  protection  and  acquisition.  ARRL 
General  Counsel  Christopher  Imlay,  N3AKD, 
reported  on  ongoing  research  to  determine  the  most 
promising  approach  to  achieve  new  allocations  in 
the  vicinity  of  160  kHz  and  40  MHz.  Developing 
strategies  for  these  allocations  is  but  a  part  of  a 
requirement  for  a  more  comprehensive  approach  to 
spectrum  matters,  particularly  with  regard  to  the 
microwave  allocations. 


•  Imlay  reported  that  progress  on  two  "egre¬ 
gious"  cases  of  repeater  jamming  has  been  slower 
than  had  been  promised  by  FCC  staff,  and  also 
noted  the  announcement  of  proposed  closings  of 
FCC  field  offices  and  cuts  in  field  staff  {The  ARRL 
Letter,  September  7,  1996).  The  EC  agreed 

that  the  ARRL  should  seek  an  instruction  to  the 
FCC  from  the  Commerce  Committees  of  both 
houses  of  Congress  that  its  funding  of  enforcement 
activities  not  be  reduced. 

•  Imlay  also  reviewed  the  status  of  pending 
FCC  rule  makings  of  interest  to  amateurs,  including 
ET  Docket  No.  94-32  (the  allocation  of  2300  to 
2310  MHz);  allocation  proceedings  for  frequencies 
above  40  GHz;  reconsideration  petitions  in  PR 
Docket  93-61  (concerning  902  to  928  MHz);  a 
reconsideration  petition  in  ET  Docket  93-40  con¬ 
cerning  219-220  MHz;  RM-8653,  the  petition  by 
Apple  Computer  Inc  that  seeks  access  to 
5.725-5.875  GHz  for  an  unlicensed  personal  radio 
data  network;  the  petition  by  Fred  Maia,  W5YI 
(RM-8626)  that  would  outlaw  most  one-way  HF 
transmissions,  including  the  most  popular  services 
of  W1AW;  and  the  League’s  efforts  to  protect 
amateurs  from  proposed  wind-profiler  radars. 

•  The  status  of  the  ARRL’s  participation,  or 
lack  thereof,  in  the  newly  incorporated  National 
Council  of  Volunteer  Examiner  Coordinators  was 
discussed. 

•  The  status  of  the  ARRL’s  Washington  legisla¬ 
tive  agenda  for  1995  was  reviewed,  as  well  as  the

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Amateur  Radio  societies  in  the  Western 
Hemisphere  have  concluded  their  triannual  meet¬ 
ing,  where  important  topics  considered  included 
band  planning  (especially  on  40  meters);  growing 
Internet  use  by  amateurs;  electromagnetic  compat¬ 
ibility  of  consumer  devices;  improved  communi¬ 
cation  between  the  International  Amateur  Radio 
Union  and  its  member  societies;  and  implementa¬ 
tion  of  the  hemisphere’s  International  Amateur 
Radio  Permit. 

Twenty-nine  national  Amateur  Radio  organiza¬ 
tions  from  throughout  the  Americas  were 
represented  at  the  week-long  conference  in  Niag¬ 
ara  Falls,  Ontario,  hosted  by  the  Radio  Amateurs 
of  Canada  (RAC).  Canada  announced  at  the 
meeting  that  it  has  agreed  to  adhere  to  the  IARP 
(the  fourth  country  to  do  so)  and  had  issued  the 
first  two  permits  to  RAC  President  Farrell  Hop- 
wood,  VE7RD,  and  IARU  Region  2  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  Tom  Atkins,  VE3CDM. 

Distinguished  guests  included  Robert  Jones, 
Director  of  the  Radiocommunication  Bureau, 
International  Telecommunication  Union  (who  is 
VE3CTM);  Michael  Binder,  Assistant  Deputy 
Minister,  Spectrum  Information  Technologies  and 
Telecommunications  Sector,  Industry  Canada; 
Roberto  Blois  Montes  de  Silva,  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary,  Inter  American  Telecommunication  Com¬ 
mission  (CITEL)  of  the  Organization  of  American 
States  (OAS);  and  Wayne  Thompson,  Mayor  of 
Niagara  Falls,  Ontario. 

Addressing  continuing  problems  of  interfer¬ 
ence  between  users  of  different  modes  in  the  7000 
to  7100  kHz  range,  the  conference  adopted  a 
resolution  calling  for  greater  use  of  frequencies 
above  7100  kHz  for  communication  within  Re¬ 
gion  2,  particularly  by  digimodes  in  the  band 
7100  to  7120  kHz.  Reduced  dependence  on 
frequencies  between  7050  and  7100  kHz  by 
digimode  stations,  and  by  SSB  stations  for  com¬ 
munication  within  Region  2,  was  urged.  The 
conferees  also  agreed  to  discourage  SSB  operation 
below  7050  kHz,  to  discourage  digimode  opera¬ 
tion  between  7035  and  7050  kHz  except  for., 
communication  with  amateurs  in  other  Regions, 
and  to  renew  their  commitment  to  the  IARU  goal 
of  achieving  a  worldwide  allocation  of  at  least 
300  kHz  in  the  vicinity  of  7  MHz. 

Member-societies  also  were  encouraged  to 
make  greater  use  of  the  10-MHz  band  for  digital 
communication,  since  radiotelephone  is  not 
allowed  there. 

The  group  urged  that  member  societies  obtain 
Internet  access  and  possibly  establish  their  own 
Home  Pages  on  thre  World  Wide  Web.  Amateurs 
were  encouraged  to  include  their  call  signs  as  a 
part  of  their  Internet  addresses. 

Region  2  President  Alberto  Shaio,  HK3DEU, 
has  now  retired,  and  Thomas  B.  J.  Atkins,  VE3- 
CDM,  was  elected  to  replace  him  as  president. 
Reinaldo  Szama,  LU2AH,  was  elected  vice 
president,  and  three  new  directors  also  were 
elected.

Phase  3-D  Details  Set 

All  major  contractual  issues  are  now  com¬ 
plete  for  the  launch  of  the  Phase  3-D  Amateur 
Radio  satellite,  scheduled  for  September  1996. 
Phase  3-D  International  Satellite  Project  Leader 
Dr  Karl  Meinzer,  DJ4ZC,  made  the  announce¬ 
ment  at  the  annual  Radio  Amateur  Satellite 
Corporation  (AMSAT)  meeting  held  the  week¬ 
end  of  October  7  in  Orlando,  Florida. 

The  final  arrangements  establish  a  firm  cost, 
schedule  and  technical  baseline  for  the  launch, 
Meinzer  said.  The  contract  includes  a  launch 
price  of  about  1  million  dollars;  contributions  so 
far  from  individuals  and  organizations  around 
the  world  will  cover  the  "first  installment"  of 
the  launch  bill,  about  800,000  dollars,  which  is 
due  November  1,  1995. 

AMSAT-NA  President  Bill  Tynan,  W3XO, 
said  that  in  addition  to  the  additional  200,000 
dollars  needed  for  launch,  another  200,000 
dollars  is  still  needed  to  complete  final  assem¬ 
bly,  check-out,  and  testing  of  the  satellite. 

The  contract  with  ESA  specifies  that  if,  for 
some  reason,  launch  is  not  possible  on  the 
Ariane  502  rocket  launch  in  September,  1996, 
the  space  agency  will  exercise  its  "best  efforts" 
to  launch  P3-D  on  an  (older)  Ariane  4  booster, 
no  later  than  mid- 1997.  Meinzer  said  that  the 
P3-D  design  team  has  built  the  satellite  and  its 
carrying  structure  to  be  compatible  with  both 
the  Ariane  4  and  5  boosters. 

Meinzer  led  negotiations  with  the  European 
Space  Agency  (ESA)  the  previous  weekend,  in 
Evry,  France.  Also  present  at  those  meetings 
were  AMSAT-North  America  Executive  Vice 
President  Keith  Baker,  KB1SF,  and  AMSAT- 
NA  Vice  President  for  Engineering  Dick  Jans- 
son,  WD4FAB.

Does  your  television,  radio  or  telephone  pick  up 
transmissions  from  a  neighbor’s  citizens  band  radio? 

Mayor  John  Antaramian  is  preparing  an  ordi¬ 
nance  that  he  hopes  will  address  the  problem. 

"We’ll  definitely  move  forward  with  some  sort 
of  ordinance  to  deal  with  people  who  abuse  CBs 
and  create  problems  for  neighbors."  Antaramian 
said  Monday. 

He  has  city  attorney’s  office  drafting  an  ordi¬ 
nance,  modeled  on  an  anti-nuisance  ordinance  in 
Racine. 

Antaramian  said  he  wants  the  ordinance  re¬ 
viewed  by  the  Kenosha  Police  Department  before 
submitting  it  to  City  Council,  so  police  can  com¬ 
ment  on  the  enforceability  of  the  ordinance. 

Antaramian  is  responding  to  one  group  of 
Kenosha  residents  whose  neighborhood  has  been 
plagued  for  months  by  a  CB  radio  enthusiast  whose 
broadcasts  cut  into  their  radio  and  television  recep¬ 
tion  and  telephone  calls.  Lee  Ann  Buckau,  5549 
32nd  Ave.,  brought  the  matter  to  Antaramian’s 
attention. 

"You  can’t  talk  on  the  telephone.  You  can’t 
listen  to  your  stereo,"  Buckau  said. 

She  played  a  tape  for  Antaramian  that  she  made 
of  the  neighbor’s  conversation  that  she  picked  up 
off  her  stereo.  It  was  full  of  cursing  and  racial 
slurs. 

She’s  contacted  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  which  regulates  CB  transmissions. 


Christine  Jelinek,  public  affairs  officer  for  the 
Chicago-district  office  of  the  FCC,  said  her  office 
has  two  engineers  covering  complaints  in  four 
states.  She  said  her  office  receives  between  3,500 
and  5,000  complaints  a  year. 

Complaints  are  investigated  on  a  priority  basis, 
with  interference  of  safety  services  such  as  police 
and  fire  given  priority. 

She  said  it  is  a  common  misconception  that  if  a 
person  can  hear  someone’s  radio  transmissions  on 
their  telephone,  that  it  means  the  CBer  is  violating 
some  FCC  regulation. 

"Someone  can  be  operating  legally  and  there  can 
still  be  interference,”  Jelinek  said. 

The  problem  is  not  with  the  CB  equipment,  but 
with  the  stereo  and  telephone  equipment,  FCC 
officials  say.  Filters  can  help  and  people  with 
problems  should  contact  their  telephone  and  stereo 
equipment  manufacturers  for  assistance,  Jelinek 
said. 

Buckau  has  tried  filters  on  her  kitchen  tele¬ 
phone,  but  still  hears  the  transmissions.  She  has 
heard  of  some  additional  equipment  she  should  buy, 
but  doesn’t  feel  she  should  have  to.

No.  25:  WHERE  DO  YOU  BUY,  STAN? 

The  title  of  this  month’s  article  represents  a 
question  I  am  often  asked.  Five  years  ago,  my 
advise  would  have  been  to  purchase  a  current  copy 
of  Computer  Shopper,  then  spend  the  four  to  eight 
hours  necessary  to  do  comparative  shopping  in  its 
pages  in  order  to  home  in  on  an  affordable,  inex¬ 
pensive  system.  This  advice  is  still  good.  It  gives 
you  a  fairly  rapid  picture  of  current  prices  in  the 
industry. 

However,  this  approach  does  not  really  tell  you 
which  brand  of  computer  in  a  particular  price  class 
is  the  best  (or  even  more  important,  the  worst).  It 
also  does  not  reveal  which  companies  are  reliable, 
and  easy  to  work  with  in  the  event  of  a  problem. 
For  this  information,  you  will  have  to  consult  back 
issues  of  several  different  computer  magazines  that 
have  published  reviews  on  brand  performance  or 
customer  service  surveys. 

All  of  this  can  be  a  formidable  task,  especially 
if  you  are  not  experienced  in  all  the  nuances  of 
comparing  Central  Processing  Units  (the  CPU  is  the 


hard  drives,  monitors  and  so  on.  Even  with  experi¬ 
ence,  the  job  can  be  frustrating  and  time  consum¬ 
ing. 

My  personal  solution  is  to  purchase  either  parts 
or  complete  systems  locally  from  an  honest  vendor 
who  knows  his  stuff,  and  who  sells  at  a  competitive 
price.  Several  years  ago,  Dave  Barrow  (N9UNR) 
recommended  a  person  who  has  turned  out  to  fit  the 
bill.  He  doesn’t  have  a  fancy  store  or  showroom;  he 
builds  units  in  his  basement.  But,  those  units  are 
really  good,  in  performance  and  value.  I  purchased 
a  number  of  complete  systems  from  him  over  the 
years  for  my  employer,  as  well  as  several  mother¬ 
boards,  hard  drives  and  other  parts  for  myself.  His 
prices  have  proven  to  be  as  good  as  or  better  than 
mail  order  vendors  advertising  in  Computer  Shop¬ 
per.  Very  important,  he  knows  computers  well,  and 
his  offerings  upgrade  rapidly  with  new  advances  in 
the  field.  Most  important,  he  is  helpful,  honest,  and 
stands  behind  his  products.  Everyone  I  know  who 
has  dealt  with  him  feels  the  same  way. 

I  originally  intended  to  write  this  issue  using 
generalities,  without  naming  any  particular  vendor. 
After  some  thought,  it  seemed  clear  that  most 
readers  would  really  want  to  know  specifics.  There¬ 
fore,  I  will  name  names,  even  at  the  risk  of  sound¬ 
ing  like  an  advertisement.  But  please  note  that  I 
gain  nothing  from  this  plug;  I  am  merely  one  of 
Mr.  Putnins’  very  satisfied  customers. 

I  spoke  with  Jerry  in  mid-September,  and  he 
gave  me  the  following  system  quote  (you  might 
want  to  leave  this  page  lying  around  for  your  OM 
or  XYL  to  spot  while  trying  to  figure  out  what  to 
get  you  for  a  Christmas  present).  This  is  what  he 
expects  to  have  in  December  as  a  basic,  "starter" 
system. 


how  industry  prices  change  in  October  and  Novem¬ 
ber,  this  may  well  be  upgraded  to  a  100  MHz  486 
chip  with  no  price  increase,  but  Jerry  cannot  guar¬ 
antee  this  at  this  time). 

MEMORY:  8  Mbytes  RAM  installed  (note  this 
is  eight,  not  four) 

DRIVES:  1 .44  Mbyte  (3  'A ")  floppy,  540  Mbyte 
hard  drive 

MONITOR:  Super  VGA  color  monitor 

MISC:  Mini-tower  case,  230  watt  supply, 
keyboard  included 

SOFTWARE:  Windows  95,  plus  a  whole 
variety  of  other  shareware  utilities,  games  and 
programs. 

PRICE:  $950,  plus  tax 

All  software  is  installed  and  ready  to  go  when 
you  power  up.  And,  of  course,  you  must  pick  up 
the  system.  Call  Jerry  for  further  details,  or  to  have 
him  help  you  design  a  system  to  fit  your  needs. 

Quite  a  value.  An  amazing  feature  of  this 
system  is  the  computing  power  it  supplies  for 
relatively  few  dollars,  especially  when  considering 
that  around  5  or  so  years  ago,  this  was  very  close 
to  the  price  for  a  starter  XT  system,  with  two 
floppies,  but  no  hard  drive!

You 
are  able  to  ask  questions  of  an  instructor  who  will 
help  you  understand,  and  who  will  clarify  difficult 
or  new  material.  It  seems  like  everyone  gets  ner¬ 
vous  when  it  comes  to  taking  the  test,  and  this 
sometimes  can  be  the  most  difficult  obstacle  in 
passing  the  test.  Most  of  us  fear  the  failure. 

It  seems  like  most  hams  struggle  with  one  part 
of  the  test  or  another,  some  the  written,  and  others

the  code.  I  have  found  that  at  this  time  of  year  it’s 
difficult  to  find  a  class;  no  one  has  yet  organized 
the  times  or  dates  as  of  yet. 

Some  hams  demand  perfection  of  themselves 
when  it  comes  to  taking  a  test.  They  must  pass  with 
the  least  mistakes  on  their  test.  This  may  go  back  to 
some  previous  time  of  our  lives  hinting  we  get  a 
better  grade  by  less  wrong,  as  if  simply  passing 
weren’t  enough.  Does  this  take  you  back  to  grade 
school  or  what?  We  are  so  used  to  letter  grades  that 
we  have  difficulty  dealing  with  a  pass  or  fail  meth¬ 
od. 

Everyone  seems  to  have  their  own  proven 
method  that  they  swear  by,  as  it  worked  well  for 
them  and  some  of  their  friends  as  well.  Whatever 
method  you  try,  stick  at  it,  study  hard,  and  you  will 
find  that  persistence  pays  off.

CQ  INTRODUCES 
NEW  V1IF  MAGAZINE 

CQ  VHF  to  Dehut 
on  Newsstands  Dec.  14 

(Hicksville,  New  York)  --  CQ  Com¬ 
munications,  Inc.,  publishers  of  CQ  maga¬ 
zine,  will  introduce  a  new  magazine  called 
CQ  VHF,  Publisher  Richard  Ross,  K2- 
MGA,  announced  today.  Aimed  at  ham 
radio  operators  active  on  frequencies 
above  50  MHz,  CQ  VHF  will  be  available 
by  subscription  and  on  newsstands  as  of 
mid-December,  1995.  Richard  Moseson, 
NW2L,  will  be  the  new  publication’s 
editor. 

"Nearly  one  third  of  a  millions  hams 
in  the  USA  have  license  privileges  primar¬ 
ily  permitting  operation  on  frequencies 
above  50  MHz,"  said  Ross,  noting  that 
"VHF  licensees  represent  the  overwhelm¬ 
ing  majority  of  growth  in  ham  radio  to¬ 
day."  (The  Technician  Class  amateur 
license,  which  does  not  require  knowledge 
of  Morse  Code  and  is  the  preferred  point

of  entry  to  ham  radio,  grants  operating 
privileges  only  on  VHF  frequencies.) 

"While  all  of  the  current  ham  maga¬ 
zines  provide  some  coverage  to  VHF,  their 
prime  focus  remains  the  HF  market,"  Ross 
continued.  "CQ  VHF  will  serve  the  spe¬ 
cific  needs  and  interests  of  hams  whose 
operational  and  technical  interests  exist 
above  50  MHz." 

According  to  Moseson,  the  new  maga¬ 
zine  will  cover  "the  full  spectrum  of  VHF 
and  UHF  ham  radio,  from  FM  repeaters  to 
the  high-tech  frontiers  of  microwave  and 
laser  communications.  There  will  be  a  mix 
of  articles  for  the  new  ham  as  well  as  the 
more  experienced  operator. " 

Articles  in  CQ  VHF  will  cover  both 
operating  and  technical  topics.  Features 
slated  for  the  premiere  issue  include  two 
articles  on  repeater  basics  and  a  review  of 
Radio  Shack’s  HTX-212  2-meter  mobile 
transceiver,  as  well  as  articles  on  "Passive 
Repeater  Linking,"  "A  Modular  Approach 
to  Building  a  VHF  Weak-Signal  Station" 
and  an  introduction  to  Sporadic-E  propaga¬ 
tion  by  6-meter  authority  Ken  Neubeck, 
WB2AMU.  Other  authors  scheduled  for 
the  first  issue  include  CQ  veterans  Lew 
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(still  not  entirely  resolved)  amount  of  the  fee  for  an  amateur  vanity  call  sign. 

•  The  general  counsel  and  staff  were  instructed  to  prepare  a  petition  for  rule 
making  to  the  FCC  to  strengthen  the  PRB-1  limited  preemption  of  local  and  state 
regulation  of  amateur  antenna  installations,  since  the  FCC  has  not  formally  acted 
on  a  memorandum  on  the  subject  filed  by  the  general  counsel  in  March  1994. 

•  The  EC  agreed  that  the  League  would  participate  in  the  FCC’s  pilot 
program  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  involving  the  private  sector  in  resolving 
problems  of  interference  to  home  electronic  equipment  ( The  ARRL  Letter,  August 
15,  1995). 

•  International  Affairs  Vice  President  Larry  Price,  W4RA,  just  returned 
from  the  second  1995  meeting  of  the  ITU  Radiocommunication  Advisory  Group 
(RAG)  in  Geneva,  said  that  an  overriding  theme  of  the  meeting  was  the  need  for 
the  ITU  to  cut  its  budget,  particularly  for  meetings  and  publications.  International 
Amateur  Radio  Union  President  Richard  L.  Baldwin,  W1RU,  will  be  the  chief 
IARU  delegate  to  the  1995  World  Radiocommunication  Conference,  assisted  by 
Wojciech  Nietyksza,  SP5FM,  and  part  of  the  time  by  ARRL  International  Affairs 
Vice  President  Larry  Price,  W4RA. 

•  Price  noted  (at  the  meeting)  that  the  US  government  continues  to  delay 
applying  to  participate  in  the  CEPT  (European)  common  aipateur  license 
arrangement,  saying  that  such  participation  would  greatly  benefit  US  amateurs 
traveling  in  Europe  and  would  reduce  administrative  burdens  on  the  FCC. 

•  Vice  Director  Dennis  Bodson,  W4PWF,  as  chairman,  submitted  a  report 
on  recent  meetings  of  amateurs  interested  in  proposals  to  ease  certain  restrictions 
on  the  use  of  spread  spectrum  emissions  in  the  Amateur  Service.  On  motion  of 
Mr.  Kanode,  the  General  Counsel  was  instructed  to  file  with  the  FCC  a  petition, 
as  previously  authorized  by  the  Board,  to  relax  restrictions  without  lowering  the 
frequency  limit  on  spread  spectrum  emissions. 

•  Director  Mendelsohn,  as  chairman,  reported  that  the  ad  hoc  committee 
created  at  the  July  1995  meeting  of  the  Board,  to  revise  the  fundamental 
documents  of  ARRL  advisory  committees,  had  met  once  by  telephone  conference 
and  would  do  so  again  before  an  in-person  meeting  scheduled  for  December  2. 

•  President  Rodney  Stafford,  KB6ZV,  noted  that  some  concern  exists 
regarding  the  length  of  time  it  is  taking  for  the  DX  Advisory  Committee  to 
explain  its  vote  against  the  addition  of  Scarborough  Reef  to  the  DXCC  List.  The 
matter  is  now  pending  before  the  Membership  Services  Committee  (MSC),  which 
must  review  the  differing  positions  of  the  DXAC  and  the  ARRL  Awards 
Committee,  which  has  already  reported  to  the  MSC.  After  review,  the  MSC  will 
recommend  to  the  Board  how  the  matter  should  be  resolved. 

•  On  motion  of  Mr.  Harrison,  the  Executive  Vice  President  was  directed  to 
execute  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  with  Tucson  Amateur  Packet  Radio 
Inc,  to  cosponsor  the  ARRL/TAPR  Digital  Communications  Conference  for  three 
years,  beginning  in  1996. 

•  The  EC  reviewed  a  communication  by  a  director  of  a  division  in  which  an 
election  is  under  way,  and  determined  that  the  content  of  the  communication 
could  not  reasonably  affect  the  outcome  of  the  election,  so  it  is  permissible  that 
it  be  distributed  at  League  expense.

of  5  to  7  million  dollars  in  equipment  and  personnel  in  fiscal  years  1996  and  1997  and 
the  Commission  estimates  it  would  save  more  than  8  million  (in  current  dollars)  annually 
thereafter. 

Hundt  said,  "The  CIB  restructuring  plan  will  enable  us  to  enforce  the  rules  that 
govern  the  nation’s  airwaves  better  and  cheaper.  We  will  also  be  able  to  provide 
information  services  to  the  public  better  and  cheaper." 

As  is  required  for  all  major  FCC  reorganizations,  the  CIB  restructuring  plan  must 
be  reviewed  by  the  House  and  Senate  Appropriations  Committees.  At  the  same  time,  the 
FCC  will  begin  required  negotiations  with  the  union  that  represents  FCC  employees.

l  sing  the  Wisconsin  Network  -  Part  9 
By  Andy  Nemec,  KB9ALN 

In  our  last  part  of  the  series,  we  took  a  breather 
and  answered  a  few  of  the  most  commonly  encountered 
questions  concerning  network  nodes.  In  this  part,  we 
will  expand  on  one  of  the  questions  concerning  the  "X- 
1J"  nodes. 

Why?  The  X-1J  series  of  nodes  is  compatible  with 
and  is  very  similar  to  familiar  "TheNet"  nodes  we  have 
been  working  with  all  along.  The  X-1J  will 
accommodate  newer  operating  modes,  it  is  capable  of 
doing  a  great  deal  more.  It  also  makes  conventional 
operating  modes  easier  and  more  convenient  to  use. 
That  is  why  it  is  rapidly  becoming  the  new  Node 
firmware  of  choice  in  Wisconsin,  and  many  other 
areas. 

In  addition  to  providing  all  of  the  usual  node 
services,  it  also  has  the  ability  to  route  TCP/IP 
Packets  as  well.  For  those  of  you  who  are  unfamiliar 
with  TCP/IP,  one  can  safely  say  that  it  is  an  amateur 
radio  version  of  the  Internet,  and  can  be  connected  to 
the  Internet.  TCP/IP  uses  a  different  method  to  hook 
our  computers  together  than  the  standard  "AX. 25" 
method  we  are  all  used  to.  TheNet  X-1J  allows  us  the 
opportunity  to  interface  to  the  rest  of  the  computer 
world,  yet  still  retain  "backward  computability"  so 
that  we  can  use  AX. 25  as  well. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  expanded  features, 
some  commands  needed  to  be  changed  from  the  older 
"TheNet"  Node  Firmware.  And  that  is  the  subject  of 
this  article,  to  compare  the  two  and  show  the  command 
differences. 

Question  is,  how  do  you  tell  what  kind  you  are 
connected  to?  Luckily,  there  is  one  command  that  will 
tell  you  very  quickly  -  the  U  command.  Once  connected 
to  the  node,  it  will  not  only  tell  you  who  is  using  the 
node,  but  what  type  it  is.  This  is  usually  the  first 
line  you  get  when  you  ask  for  users.  You  will  see  one 
of  the  these  3,  in  all  likelihood: 


TheNet  2.08  TheNet  2.10st  TheNet  X-1J4 

Once  you  know  what  one  you  are  using,  you  can  use 
the  appropriate  command.  You  can  find  out  which 
commands  the  node  will  take  by  sending  a  ?.  TheNet 
2.08  and  2.10  will  show:  Bye  Connect  CQ  Heard  Info 
Nodes  Routes  Users 

while  TheNet  X-1J  will  show: 

Invalid  Command  -  Choose  from  : 

Connect  CQ  Bye  Help  Info  Nodes  Routes  Talk  Stats 
Host  BBS  DXcluster  MHeard 

Users  Quit  IProute  ARP  Adc 

Quite  a  difference  between  the  two!  They  have 
more  in  common  than  this  would  lead  you  to  believe, 
however.  You  can  still  use  the  X-1J  to  do  what  you  have 
always  done,  you  can  just  do  a  little  more.  First,  we 
start  with  the  similarities.  Bye,  Connect,  CQ,  Info, 
Nodes,  Routes,  and  Users  all  do  the  same  in  both 
versions.  By  now,  you  probably  know  what  all  of  these 
do  with  the  possible  exception  of  CQ.  But  that  it  easy 
to  understand,  it  just  allows  you  to  call  CQ. 

Now  to  the  different  use  of  H.  In  the  2.08  and 
2 . 10  versions  of  TheNet, 

it  gives  you  a  list  of  the  most  recently  heard 
stations  on  the  TNC  in  which  it  was  installed.  It  the 
X-1J,  it  gives  you  a  small  Help  file.  This  covers  the 
most  common  commands  and  the  command  differences 
between  this  version  and  the  conventional  TheNet 
nodes. 

The  Heard  list  is  still  in  the  X-3 J .  It  is  called 
up  with  the  M  (or  MH)  command.  An  easy  way  to  remember 
this  is  "Most  recently  Heard".  This  heard  list  is 
better  than  the  older  style.  It  tells  us  what  "port"  a 
station  was  heard  on  (Radio  port  0  or  wireline  Port  1 
to  the  rest  of  the  stack).  It.will  also  tell  you  the 
elapsed  time  since  a  station  was  last  heard,  how  many 
packets  that  station  has  sent,  and  may  also  show  that 
station's  deviation  or  signal  strength.  This  depends 

on  whether  an  accessory  board  has  been  installed  and

hooked  to  the  Node  radio.  Not  essential,  but 
really  handy  if  the  node  is  equipped  with  it! 

There  are  also  some  added  commands.  Here  is  a 
quick  rundown  and  just  what  they  do: 

ARP  -  A  TCP/IP  Function.  Gives  the  "Address 
Resolution"  table  from  the  node. 

ADC  -  Will  give  information  from  accessories 
hooked  to  the  node,  like  a  temperature 
sensor. 

IPA  -  Will  give  the  TCP/IP  Address  of  the 
node. 

IPRoute  -  Gives  the  TCP/IP  Routing  table  for 
this  node. 

BBS,  DXcluster,  Host  -  These  commands  will  hook 
you  up  to  the  local  BBS,  DX  Cluster, 
or  TCP/IP  Host  Computer.  Simple 
enough. 

Quit  -  Same  as  Bye. 

Stats  -  Not  of  too  much  use  to  the  average  user. 

Will  show  tatistics  on  Node  (CPU)  usage. 
Talk  -  Conference  mode.  To  enter,  type  T  when 
you  first  connect  up  to  the  node.  To 
exit,  type  /EX  on  a  line  all  by 
itself. 

And  that  is  a  quick  overview  of  the  differences 
between  the  newer  "X-1J"  series  nodes  and  the  older 
"TheNet"  nodes.  Not  all  of  the  features  are  enabled  on 
every  node,  but  this  summary  shows  what  this  powerful 
new  firmware  is  capable  of.  If  you  would  like  more 
detailed  information,  look  on  the  new  WAPR  World  Wide 
Web  page,  coming  soon!  There  is  a  host  of  information 
on  TheNet  X-1J  there,  in  addition  to  other  WAPR 
oriented  information. 

Next  month  we  will  explore  another  aspect  of  the 
Using  the  Wisconsin  Network.
